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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 8 is rejected because the burner interval is 
about 150-1 75mm and the turn-back interval moves about 25-30mm for each set, which is 1/6 the burner interval. 

Claim 9 is rejected because the A is interpreted by the examiner to be between 25-30mm, the total movement is 2600mm and the number 
of movements is 1 1 . Therefore D is about 236 which is between 4A and 240. 

Applicant argues that Tobiaska does not disclose an average reciprocating movement distane in one set is less than double the burner to 
burner interval. As stated above the average reciprocating movement distance is estimated by the examiner to be 236mm and double the 
burner distance is 2*1 75mm, which is larger than 236mm. Applicant also argues that the examiners interpretation or reading of the graphs 
are wrong. However examiner asserts these readings are reasonable interpretations of the data. Also, applicants argument of a shortening 
of a taper portion is not addressed in the prior art is not considered because there is no mention of a taper portion in the claims. 
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
